HE COMES TO THE DEFENCE OF 


A. F. OF I. LAND PLANK. 


Aniwers Objections to tho Principle 


Occupancy and Use Eho'nld Be the Only 
Title—Supposed Obstacles Are In Reality 
Only Shadows. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


A number of criticisms of the lope! 


plank of (he American Federation of 
Labor have reached me. Somb think it 
is too general a statement against land 
monopoly and is therefore not as good as 
a specific declaration would be. I am at 
a loss to iuow what these good people 
term specific. 
It will ta remembered 


that said plank calls for an occupancy 
awl use title only. To say that a man 
occupying aud using a piece of land 
shall hold it against all cmnerK, and 
that the frnit of his labor thereou be- 
longs solely to him. is anything but a 
general statement. Not only is it spo 
cific, but it is clear as well. 


"Under occupancy and nso a man 


may hold 100,000 acres of laud for pas 
luring cattle. " This is-the objection of- 
tenest heard and is supposed to be a 
"knockout" blow. But when we answer 
that the theory implies personal cccu- 
pancy and use, and that there is nothing 
personal about an ox or a sheep, this 
powerful blow is Been to bo aimed at tho 
air aucl ziot at us. The use of land is for 
man and not for animals. After men, 
havo appropriated the land they want to 
aso, what is left will be open and can 
be used for grazing purposes, but the 
cattle will only havo it until men want 
it and no longer. No Dnke of Suther- 
land can then banish tha natives of tho 
soil to make sheep walks, and men will 
no longer be displaced to make gamo 
preserves. 


Occupancy and»uso therefore will offei 


DO opportunity for the cattle baron. 


Another objection is, "How do yon 


know when a man is using laud?" 
While this question is asked with all 
tho solemnity that accompanies a poser, 
It is absurd nevertheless. One might us 
well ask, "How do yon know a man is 
working;" These questions will cio 
coming from those who cau see- no dis- 
tinction between labor and id!.ness or 
between motion and rest. Land is either 
in use or it is not, 
and whether ic is or 


cot any one can tell. What our good 
friends tho opposition want to ask is 
whether land will be put to its greatest 
rise or not. When this question is a?ked 
by people who oppose the present land 
monopoly, they must first tell us why 
land should be put to its greatest use. 
Were that the object those localities in 
tho large cities where a thousand peoplo 
are huddled together on a single aero 
would bo the ideal, for an acre cannot; 
bo put to much greater use. This, 
how- 


ever; has been denounced as tho greatest 
evil, so it is evident that greatest usa 
does not apply to cities. Let us see how 
it will go in -the country. A farmer 
raises n certain amount of wheat on an 
acre, a market gardener gets much more 
value from an acre in vegetables, and 
for a hothouse the same space produces 
still more. There is no doubt in our 
mind which one ol these puts the land 
to the greatest use commercially. Ac- 
cording to the greatest use theory, the 
farmer should be dispossessed to make 
•way for the gardener, who in turn should 
give up to the hothouse. Can it bo 
fhowa that tho violets of .tho latter are 
more necessary to the community than 
the celery of tho gardener or the wheat 
of tho farmer? 


The application of this theory would 


result in still greater crowding in cities 
and in the country small patches of laud 
would bo cultivated, for no one would 
use more land than was absolutely nec- 
essary. But what is the object of all 
this? Is land so scarce that vre must to 
so sparing in the uso of it? One would 
think the laud of tho country is as lim- 
ited in quantity as the food of a ship- 
wrecked crew and must be doled out 
yrith the greatest care. If ever the time 
comes.when all land is in use, it will 
be necessary to redistribute it so that 
those who are born later will have 
soma, but there is no more reason for 
beginning that process now than there 
is fcr putting ourselves on half rapons, 
as the crew does when starvation is 
threatened. If experience will show that 
laud when highly cultivated brings a 
greater return than if uoc so tilled, no 
one will find it out more quickly than, 
the cultivator himself, and he' will 
adopt that method that gives the best 
results. Self interest will prompt him 
to this much more surely thim any dic- 
tation on the part of outsiders. 


What seem to be obstacles iu the way 


of our system of land tenure are noth- 
ing but shadows. 
It is the only theory 


that fully recognizes the right of labor 
to tho land, and it is proof against the 
arguments of both the monopolist and 
the half hearted reformer.

While this question is asked with all 
the solemnity that accompanies a-poser, 
it is absurd nevertheless. .One.might as 
well ask, "How do you know a man ia 
working?" Thesa questions will do 
coming from those who can .see no dis- 
tinction between labor and .-idleness or 
between motion-and-reet. Land is.either 
in usa..or it is not, and whether it .is or 
not any one can -tell. What our .good 
friends the opposition want .to .ask is 
whether land will be put to its.greatest 
use or.not. When this question Jis asked 
by peqple who oppose :.the present land 
monopoly, they must first .tell, us why 
land should be put to its greatest use. 
Were .'that the object :those 'localities '.'in 
the large-cities where :Q thousand .people 
are huddled together on a single aero 
would be the ideal, for an acre cannot 
be put to much greater nse; This,.how- 
eyer,has-been denouncedas-the greatest 
evil, BO it is evident-that greatest use 
does not apply .to cities. Let.us.see how 
it will go. in :the country. 
A-farmer 


raises a.certain amount of -wheat on an 
acre, a market -gardener gets much more 
Talue from an acre in vegetables, and 
for a hothouse the same -space produces 
still more. There .is jio..donub in our 
mind which one of these .puts -the land 
•to the greatest nse commercially. .Ac- 
cording" to the greatest nse theory, the 
farmer should be.dispossessed to make 
way for-the gardener, who in turn should 
give up to the hothouse: Can it 'be 
shown that the violets of the latter are 
more 'necessary to-the community than 
the celery of the gardener or the wheat 
of the farmer? 


The application of this theory would 


result in still greater crowding tocities 
and in the'couutry small -patches of laud 
would be cnltiyatea, for no .one world 
use more land than was absolutely nec- 
essary. 
But what is the object of all 


this? Is land so scarce that we must bo 
BO sparing in the nse of it? One would 
think the land .of the country is as lim- 
ited in quantity as the food of a ship- 
wrecked crew and must be' .doled out 
with the greatest care. If ever the time 
comes when all land is in use, it will 
be necessary to -redistribute it'.so that 
those -who are ;born /later will .have | 
some, but fthere is, no more reason for 
beginning -that process :now than there-' 
is.for putting-ourselves .on half rations, 
as the crew does when starvation is 
threatened. If experience will show that 
land when highly cultivated brings a 
greater return than if not .so tilled, no 
one will find it out more quickly than 
the cultivator himself, and 'he will 
adopt that method ' that gives the best 
results. Self interest will-prompt him 
:o this much more surely than, any dic- 
latipn on .the part of outsiders. . 


What.see.rn to .be obstacles .in the way 


of our sys'tera of -land -tenure are noth- 
ing but shadows. It is the only theory 
;hat fully recognizes the right of labor 
to the laud, and it is-proof against the 
arguments of both.the monopolist and 
the ;half hearted reformer.

'WASHINGTON, "Dec. 81.—There will be no 


more tariff legislation by the lower houso 
of congress iii this session. If the busi- 
ness interests of tho couutrr have been 
fearful that, oiistlue conditions would be 
disturbed by any new- revision of the 
tariff rates, or a^y uncertainty. caused by 
efforts to re-enact the McKinley law or 
change the Wilson ace in the direction of 
higher duties, their apprehension may . bo 
set at rest by tho statement mado yester- 
day by Chairman Dinjfley o£ the ways 
and means committee. 


Mr. Dingley said very positively that he 


was sure the Republicans would not at- 
tempt any important tariff changes, now 
that the revenue bill had passed tho house, 
und that his opinion on this point was 
given irrespective of whether or not tho 
revenue tariff bill passed last "week was suc- 
cessful in tlio senate or received the presi- 
dent's signature. 


There are Republican members of tho 


ways and means committee who-think 
that tho houso should put itself on record 
on the tariff by u comprehensive bill, even 
if it bo foreseen that such a bill could 
never become law, but this sentiment has 
visibly weakened on the Republican side 
of tho house since tho beginning of tho 
session. It is probable that theso members 
will defer the views of Chairman Ding- 
ley, particularly as -Speaker Reed, whose 
nearest adviser Mr. Diugley Is, holds the 
same opinion in opposition to attempts at 
tariff bills lu this session. 


Mr. Dingley considers it a foregone con- 


clusion that President Cleveland would 
veto any comprehensive bill for a higher 
tariff, so the houso leaders think it would 
bo a wasto of time and efTorfc for the houso 
to attempt to pass such a bill and launch 
it upon a career of interminable debate in 
tho senate,' to be followed by protracted 
settlements of differences between the two 
houses. 
Moreover, they take into con- 


sideration the disturbances to business 
which would be inevitably Incident to 
such a season of tariff agitation. 


Mr. Ding-ley will call a meeting of the 


ways and means committee for Tuesday 
of next week. There are many bills for 
tariff changes before the committee, most 
of them providing for advances in certain, 
schedules: 
Woo: and woolens, lumber, 


live stock, farm products, salt and many 
other things, but it is unlikely that any 
of these will be reported to the house. Mr. 
Dingley thinks that the Republicans gen- 
erally desire to make tho session a short 
one, and that their efforts will be to that 
end. 
Zn BapnbllcanV Hand*. 


The committees of the senate yesterday 


passed into the control of the Republicans. 
The change in the political complexion of 
the committees was effected by the adop- 
tion of a resolution organizing- the com- 
mittees as agreed to by' the Republican 
and Democratic steering committees. 


The Populists, with the exception of 


Mr. Kyle (S. D.), declined to vote, and tho 
Republicans, having- a. plurality of "the 
senate, were thus enabled to adopt the 
resolution .by a vote of 80 to 28. Mr. Kyle 
voted with the Democrats against the re- 
organization. 


A two-hour debate followed the adop- 


tion of the resolution, the purpose of 
which was mainly political. Tho Demo- 
crats, under the leadership of Senator 
Gorman, seconded by Senator Harris, at- 
tempted to show that the reorganization 
was effected by an alliance between the 
Republicans and Populists, contending 
that the silence of the-latter, by making 
possible the reorganization, indicated ac- 
qulesence. 
They also insisted that the 


Republican assumption of control saddled 
them with responsibility for legislation. 
The Populists, led by Senator Allen 
(Neb.) and Senator Butler (N. O.), denied 
that they were la any way responsible 
for thu result. 


The Republicans, undor ' the leadership 


of Senator Mitchell, chairman of the Re- 
publican steering committee, and assisted 
| by Senators Hoar, Hale, Allison and 
! Chandler, combattod the argument of the 
; Democrats by asserting most emphatically 
| that the Populists had even refused to 
make any suggestions as to their commit- 
tee assignments, and had, as a matter of 
fnct, been left by the reorganization in the 
positions to which they had been assigned 
under the Democratic control 'of tho sen- 
ate. The Republicans strongly protested 
also against being held responsible for. 
legislation. 


The aiom-oa Doctrine. 


Before 
the 
reorganization, Senator 


Lodge, who has made a brilliant reputa- 
tion as an historical biographer, delivered 
an address on the Monroe doctrine. He 
treated it from an historical standpoint, 
'and gave an exhaustive sketch of .the 
origin and progress of the dispute over the 
Venezuela boundary. 
• 


Mr. Lodgo gave a very interesting sketch 


of tho history of tho Monroe doctrine, and 
told how it was vitally involved in. the 
Venezuela boundary controversy. ' He fol- 
lowed then with a brief relation. of the 
pending dispute between.-Great Britain 
and Venezuela, which, he said, had now 
reached a crisis affecting most gravely tho 
honor, the interests, tho rights and the 
well-settled policy of the United States. 


If England, with no authority but a dis- 


puted claim, seized territory and declined 
arbitration upon it, her action, ho de- 
clared, did not differ from seizing aud 
holding new territory In the Americas by 
right of conquest. If she could seize .ter- 
ritory under a claim which had grown 
larger with each succeeding-year, there 
was nothing to prevent her taking-Indefi- 
nite regions in South America. The sena- 
tor referred to the claim made on-Vene- 
zuela by Great Britain for reparation 
on account of the arrest by the authori- 
ties of the former'country of British sub- 
jects on the disputed territory.. But the 
question of reparation, he declared, must 
juot be mired up with the acquisition of 
territory. 
. . 


If Venezuela paid the indemnity fixed 


and demanded by Great Britain, she ac- 
knowledged in BO doing that the disputed 
country is British territory and made .the 
whole case void. We had, he continued, 
neglected. too long our foreign'policy and 
the great interests of' the .United States 
which lay beyond her borders. He wanted 
the matter of the boundary dispute settled 
by arbitration, because.if settled otherwise 
it was a blow to a .vital principle to "the 
welfare and dignity of the United States. 
• He did not believe ,the people.' of England 
-had the least desire to engage in. hostilities 
with the United States any more than wo 
. sought or .-desired, hostilities--.with-'them. 
.'• "We" have,"-. s»id ;.So'iiator :'IiodR8J,."seen 
-.British forees;at Corinto. "VVe~;kripw -the 
.-attitude :thoy',assumed inVenezuela^: They 
•i^1attomptin»'tot*kelaad"6n'tW'Ala»l£ari 


boundary. They have" just denounced tha 
modus viv,findl. and reopened Ui that way 
the perilous dispute of the seal fisheries. 
It is not by accident .that those events 
have all occurred or all come to an'acute 
stage within the past year." 


Tho-senator closed'by. expressing-the 


belief that tho questions between Eng- 
land -and the jUuited States would be 
peaceably settled, but'it was very cleat 
that-such settlement could only be reached 
by action on the part of congress and.the 
president, which should be as firm as it 
wai temperate, and which should main- 
tain the Monroe-doctrine, absolutely and 
at all hazards wherever it justly applied.

STORIES 'OP THEIR VICTORIES 


ARE DOUBTED. 


An Engagement is Said to be in 


Progress. ' 
. . . 


HABAXA, Dee. 31. — News hag been -re- 


ceived of movements by the insurgents 
•which would indicate that their forces 
Etill overran pretty much the whole of tha 
province oC Matunzas, and they seem, to 
have an uninterrupted line o£4comrounica- 
tion clear across the province and into the 
southern part of Santa Clara to the east- 
ward of the city. of Cieniaegos.'. They 
have burned the village of Gavllan", in the 
Cieufuegoa district, southeast o£ Cieufue- 
•gos and near the coast. 


Besides tho serious fighting believed to. 


have occurred near Calimete", there is a 
force of insurgents reported to number 
2000 moving 
in the 
neighborhood of 


Camarioca, a town only about 15 miles 
from the city of Matanras and north of "a 
line between Matanzas and Cardenas and 
very near the coast. 


Tho stations at Caobaa and Cabazas, 


which are in the immediate neighborhood 
of Matanzas and to tho south, have been 
burned, as well as the canefle'ld of the 
Jonquin plantation. Tho stores' in .the 
villaga of Pedroso, near to Macurijes 
(Corral False),' have also been plundered. 
Camarioca is the farthest point .north at 
which the insurgents have been reported, 
and Cabozos- is almost on the line of tho 
province of Habana. 
. . 


No further reports can be had of the en- 


gagement near Calimete, 'as telegraphic 
communication is still much interrupted. 
It is believed that the operations that are 
being conducted by the insurgents in 
Matanzas are much more extensive than 
anything yet reported would Indicate. 


Advantageous Foiltlon of Xiuurventi. 
"Word has just been received . that 'Gen- 


eral Valdez overtook the insurgent bands 
of Gomez and Maceo at the Maria planta- 
tion, where they were found- stationed in 
an advantageous position. The, engage- 
ment which followed was evidently a hot 
one, the insurgent cavalry making .vigor- 
ous attacks, upon the flanks of the Spanish 
forces. The artillery fire of the Spaniards 
proved effective, and the official report 
which is now received says that the in- 
surgents took flight in two directions, 
having been divided by the assault upon 
them. They left seven killed and many 
arms, and carried away many wounded. - 


It is reported that the Spanish forces 


went in pursuit of the flying insurgents 
and overtook them at the Caney .planta- 
tion. Here the enemy made a. vigorous 
resistance for an hour, but were- finally 
compelled to retreat, leaving • eight killed 
»nd carrying away their .wounded. -The 
troops, it is said, lost 17 wounded. 


It is further reported that an engage- 


ment is how in progress at a point be- 
tween the villages of Perico, Cuevitas 
and Jovellanos, between General Valdez 
aud the insurgents. Cuevitas, Perico and 
'Jovellanos are all to the. west and north- 
west of Colon, and are from 12 to 20 miles 
nearer the city of Matanzas and that 
much more remote from the -border of 
Santa Clara than is the Tillage .of Cali- 
mete, at which point the Spaniards were 
said to'have first engaged Gomez' Sunday 
evening. 


In spite of the official report, .the belief 


is entertained here that the Spanish forces 
have again sustained a serious 'reverse, 
and that instead of the insurgents .being 
repulsed and routed, the Spaniards are re- 
tiring before their advance. 


There are manifestations of grave un- 


easiness in official circles, and the belief Is 
prevalent that the insurgents intend an- 
other extensive incursion into Matanzaa 
province and westward toward Habana.
